Wright’s Injunction 
Against City Denied

Rush Circuit Court Judge G. Richard 
Pile has ruled in favor of the City of 
Rushville after hearing evidence on a 
complaint for a Declatory Judgm ent, 
T em p o rary R estrain in g O rder and 
Injunction filed by Joseph H Wright. 
T estim ony in the h earin g began 
Thursday afternoon when the plaintiff, 
represented 
by 
Rex 
Hilham 
of an 
Indianapolis law firm , and Jim Foster as 
local counsel, called five witnesses to the 
stand, before resting their case. 
Circuit Court reconvened Friday af­ 
ternoon with the defense, represented by 
City Attorney David Malson calling City 
Clerk-Treasurer Max Fancher to the 
stand 
Fancher related to the court under 
exam ination by both attorneys that there 
has been nothing recorded in either the 
minutes of the City Council or the Board 
of Public Works and Safety indicating 
Joe Wright was hired by the City of Rush­ 
ville as a firem an. 
Fancher contended that Wright was 
employed as a civilian employe by the 
City of Rushville on January I, 1976 and 
prior to that tim e had been employed at 
the fire departm ent as a radio dispatcher 
under the CETA Manpowr program 
U nder c ro ss ex am in atio n by the 
plaintiff, Fancher testified “ I personally 
don't know the reason of the term ination 


Hilham stated before the court that he 
based this conclusion on two theories 
violation of W right’s C onstitutional 
Rights under the 14th Amendment and 
violation of the Civil Service Act. 
Hilham told the court that he was more 
concerned about W right’s constitutional 
right under the first am endm ent allowing 
him freedom of speech, and freedom of 
assem bly. 
Defense Attorney Dave Malson con­ 
tended 
the 
defendant 
was 
still 
on 
probation until January 1,1977, subject to 
dism issal without notice; and even if the 
court 
should 
rule 
he 
was 
not 
on 
probation, Wright had been hired as a 
civilian employe of the City of Rushville 
and not a firemen, thus he was not 
subject to a notice term inating his em ­ 
ployment. 
Malson closed saying “ there is not 
evidence to contend that Mr Wright is 
anything other than a civilian employe 
pursuant to the rules and regulations of 
the fire departm ent, and that he is not 
under the pension plan as the other 
firem en ’’ 
Judge Pile recessed for approxim ately 
thirty minutes, reviewing cases in other 
states that were brought into testimony, 
and returned shortly after 4;30 ruling in 
favor of the defendant. 
Three Known Dead 


Judge Pile stated that “after having 
heard the evidence and the argum ents of 
counsel, finds that the plaintiff has failed 
in his burden of establishing that the 
harm to him will be irreparable if the 
injunction sought is not issued and the 
tem porary injunction is denied.” 


Plaintiff in the case, Joe Wright said 
today, “ I feel that Judge Pile was very 
fair and 
there isn’t 
any 
bitterness 
towards anybody. It is the principle we 
are fighting for and I still have faith in 
God that the truth will prevail. I ask the 
people of Rushville to search out the 
truth, because it is their tow n.”

Former Mayor Released From Jail 


M ICH IGAN C ITY, Ind. (U P I) — Form er Michigan 
City Mayor Randall C. M iller will win his release from 
custody in time to be home for Christmas. 
Pulaski Circuit Judge Harold Staffeldt Friday ordered 
Miller released immediately. 
Miller was confined to the Rockville Youth Training 
Center where he was to serve a one-year sentence in 
connection with a guilty plea for misapplication of 
government funds. The plea surrounded accusations 
against Miller that he accepted bribes in dealings for 
awarding of a city employes’ insurance contract. 


Staffeldt, who served as special judge during M iller’s 
trial on two counts of bribery in the 1975 scandal 
involving city employes’ insurance, explained he felt 
Miller had served adequate time to be considered 
punishment for his crime and that probation would be 
less expensive for taxpayers. 
Originally M iller was accused with accepting $200 a 
month from March 1972 until August 1975 from a former 
Michigan City insurance man, Michael Daher, in return 
for getting Deher the city employes’ insurance contract 


Miller entered his plea to reduced charges after a jury 
in one trial failed to reach a verdict in August after ll 
hours of deliberation The prosecution proceeded with 
plans for a new trial, but M iller said he did not want to 
involve his family with the ordeal of another trial.

Steel Officials Announce Layoffs 


G A R Y , lnd 
(U P I) — U.S. Steel officials Friday 
announced a series of layoffs which will temporarily idle - 
some 6,100 workers at the company’s G ary Works 
during the next two weeks 
Keith Smith. USS central division general manager, 
said 5.000 workers will be laid off beginning Sunday and 
another 1,167 will be cut back the following week 
However, he explained that 3,175 of the employes elected 
to take vacation time. 
Smith said the cutbacks were attributed to usual year- 
end drop of demand for steel and also a decision by the 
company to perform maintenance on the blast furnaces 
at the facility. 


Charges Leveled Against Steel Company 


HAMMOND, Iud. (U P I) — The Justice Department 
has charged U.S 
Steel Corp 
with breaching a 1974 
agreement to clean up pollution at its Gary Works and 
asked that the company be fined $1,000 for each day the 
violations continue. 
John R Wilks, U S. Attorney for the Northern District 
of Indiana, filed a contempt petition in U.S. District 
Court Thursday at the request of the Environmental 
Protection Agency. 
The company agreed in 1974 either to control air 
pollution or at least begin pollution abatement programs 
on a variety of facilities at G ary Works by a series of 
deadlines

Steel 
was 
to 
have 
completed 
a 
pollution 
abatement program at Coke Battery No. 5 by Nov. 30, 
1976, and bring its Universal Atlas Cement Divsion plant 
and the Tim Mill Boiler House into compliance with 
pollution emission standards by April I, 1975, and July 
30, 1976, respectively 
U S Steel has failed to meet those three deadlines, 
Wilks said 
He requested that U.S. Steel be held in crim inal 
contempt of court and that it be fined $1,000 a day for 
each violation That would total some $750,000 so far, he 
noted 
Wilks said the E P A had found that while air quality in 
Gary had “ improved significantly between 1973 and 
1975, it now shows signs of getting worse again.” 
U S Steel had no comment
